Must Be Built to Keep Waterway in 
Canada Says Louis Lacoste. 

Vancouver, B.C.—Louis Lacoste, a 
government engineer, who has just 
been examining the harbor facilities 
on the Pacific coast, says that there 
is danger of the Fraser River cutting 
a new channel for ‘tself and reaching 
the Gulf of Georgia in the State of 
Washington. 

Mr. Lacoste states that the river 
will break through the lower lands, 
five or six miles above its mouth, and 
turn south, and it will then naturally 
flow into Bountary Bay, just north of 
Blaine, and practically in American 
waters, but the construction of wing 
dams and other projected works will 
keep the river in its present course.
